Several weeks will elapse before the district 
attorney will go before the special grand 
| jury and ask for indictments, but already 
it is known that he has had virtual admis- 
sions that certain distinguished men in the 
financial community have been guilty of 
technical violations at least of the law in 
connection with the finances of the ship 
yards combination. 


Preparing Case with Great Care. 

Realizing the nature and extent‘of the in- 
fluences that will be brought to bear to save 
men from the stigma of indictments, no mat- 
ter whether convictions result or not, the 
local authorities are proceeding with the 
greatest care in preparing the evidence and 
taking the statements of witnesses whose 
testimony will be essential when the trials 
are begun. 

Mr. Jerome believes that all the pressure 
that affiliations with leading banks, trust 
companies, insurance companies, and pri- 
vate bankers can afford will be used in ham- 
pering him, but certain men whose chief de- 


suspicion of wrongdoing in connection with 
shipbuilding affairs have assured the local 
authorities, as well as the governor, that they 
will back up the efforts of the prosecution 
to the limit of their wealth and ability. 


Legislative Committee to Be Named. 

About ten days before the legisijature ad- 
journs a resolution will be introduced calling 
for the appointment Of a committee with 
powers as great as those of the Lexow com- 
mittee ten years ago to investigate the meth- 
ods of listing securities on the stock ex- 
change, the extent to which trust companies 
make loans to their officers, the methods of 


“dummy ” directors, and similar phases of 
“high finance.” 

This committee will consist of two repub- 
licans, two democrats, and a fifth member not 
known as a partisan of either party. The 
committee will be advised by a democratic 
lawyer whose standing as an expert in com- 
mercial law is unquestioned. It will con- 
clude its inquiry about the time the national 
conventions are held and its report and 
recommendations will be presented to the 
text legislature. 


New Protective Body Formed. 

In the meantime certain men not affiliated 
with the republican party are organizing a 
stockholders’ protective committee similar 
to that formed to sue for the appointment of 
a receiver for the United States Shipbuilding 
company last summer. 

This committee will attack the methods 
followed in the formation of one of the most 
gigantic industrial enterprises ever floated. 
This movement is expected to indicate that 
the republicans on the eve of a presidential 
election dare not probe the industrial flota- 
tions conceived and pushed by men eminent 
in their party who have been large contribu- 
tors to their campaign chests.

State’s Attorney and Police to 
Organize Special Force. 


OUTCOME OF BANDIT TRIAL. 


Verdict in Long Fonght Case Is Ex- 
pected by This Evening. 


Taking as an illustration the completeness 

of the evidence against the car barn bandits, 
Assistant State’s Attorney Olson yesterday 
declared that the formation of a “ murder 
bureau’ would be the outcome of the trial. 
The state’s case was made complete, he 
said, and the defendants prevented from 
perfecting any sham defense because the 
prosecuting officials got to work on the case 
within a few hours after the arrest of the 
men. 
** We got there first,” declared Mr. Olson 
to the jury. * They had had no time to get 
together on a defense. They had no oppor- 
tunity to destroy evidence. The lesson this 
ease has taught will not be lost, There 
has long been need of a ‘ murder bureau,’ by 
means of which the state can get to work 
on its case as soon, at least, as the defense's 
plans are beginning to form,

JAPANESE STORY 
OF FIRST BATTLE 
Officer of Admiral To-- 


go's Flagshi p Describes 
Naval Fight of Feb. 9. 


ADMITS DAMAGE TO SHIP. 


Two Officers Killed by One Shell 
While Watching Action from 
the Bridge. | 


Capt. Matsumura, who acted as signal of- 
ficer on the Mikasa, Admiral Togo’s flagship, 
during the first attack on Port Arthur, on 
Feb. 9, gives a graphic story of the fight in 
the Jiji Shimpo, Japan's’ most widely circu- 
lated newspaper, of the date of Feb. 15. 
Copies of the paper were received yesterday 
by Shezaburo Shimizu, Japanese consul for 
Chicago. The account by Capt. Matsumura 
is the first from a Japanese eye witness. The 
captain was wounded in the foot, as he stood 
on the bridge of the Fuji by a shell from 
one of the Port Arthur batteries. 


Battleship Damaged, Officers Killed. 

Capt. Matmimura’s story reveals the fact 
that the Japanese battleship Fuji wae badly 
damaged, but not disabled, by Russian shells, 
while two of ite officers, Commander Naka- 
yama and Lieut. Miura, were killed by a 
single shell while standing on the bridge. 


Story of the Battle.. 

Capt. Matsumura’s description _of ‘the 
naval battle and the events leading up to 
it is as follows: 

“Admiral Togo called the captains of the 
allied fleet to his flagship in Sasebo harbor 
Feb. 6,"" related the wounded officer. “ We 
knew it portended something of importance, 
and were overjoyed, for the war spirit was 
bigh. Plans were discussed, but, of course, 
were not revealed. It was an early morn- 
ing conference. breaking up at 5 o'clock. 
At 2 o'clock that afternoon the fleet left the 
harbor, followed by the prayers and good 
wishes of the port admiral and other dig- 
nitaries, who assembled at the piers to wit- 
ness the departure. 


First Prize of the War. 


* At 8 a. m. on Feb. 7 (the captain does not 
give the latitude and longitude) smoke was 
_noticed on*the horizon. The Tsukuba was 
dispatched to investigate, and discovered the 
Russian steamer Rossia, which was cap- 
tured. This greatly raised our spirits. 

“Shortly after this prize was taken Rear 
Admiral Uriu and one of the divisions of 
the fleet started for Chemulpo in response 
to a signal and: in accordance with the plan 
| arranged at Sasebo. Admiral Togo directed 
the hoisting of signal flags that read: 

“* Attack the. enemy's boats as s00n as 
they seen.’ 


* Russian Fleet Sighted. 


“Late that day a Russian torpedo boat 
ehdser was seen and shots were exchanged 
at a distance of about 3,000 meters. 

“ The second class cruiser Chitose and two 
other smaller vessels were dispatched at 
‘S a. m. on March 9 toward Port Arthur to 
reconnoiter. They reported sighting five 
of the enemy’s boats, who firedonthem. The 
fortress did not fire, so Admiral Togo sig- 
naled: 

“* Attack the main fleet at once.” 

“This signal caused tremendous cheer- 
ing and enthusiasm. 

‘“‘As the Japanese fleet proceeded toward 
Port Arthur there were met coming out of 
the harbor a Japanese and a Russian mer- 
chantman, the -Manchuria.. The Russian 
vessel was captured without firing a shot. 


Dinner and Then Battle. 

“At 11 a. m. at a distance of ten knots 
from Port Arthur the signal was given from 
the flagship for dinner... We-dined while 
at a fifteen knot speed. While we were at 
our champagne, drinking to the health of: 
Japanese victories, one of the enemy’s scout 
‘~poats was sighted and two shots sent after 
it. It returned to the harbor. 

“Then the Japanese fleet formed in fight- 
‘Ing line and approached the harbor. We 
saw the Russian men of war trying to get 
-back under shelter of the fort guns. The 
Mikasa fired first and then raised the at- 
tacking flag, the enemy answered, and the 
engagement became general. The Russian 
shells fell short, but thé fire from the fortress 
damaged the fleet slightly. 


Feared Russian Torpedoes. 

“Our men behavel splendidly. They 
showed no excitement but great enthusiasm 
in their work at the =. We wished to con- 
tinue the fire, but the shells from the shore 
batteries were becoming alarmingly close 
and we feared the torpedo boats, so the signal 
was given to retire. I was on the bridge in 
charge of the signals during the fight and 
was wounded in the foot by a piece of sheil- 
Three men were killed near me. 


Six Japs Killed, Fifty-nine Wounded. 

“ Our casualties in this first attack on Port 
Arthur were: Killed, two officers, three 
nonco missioned officers, one man; seriously 
wounded, two officers, one noncommissioned 
officer, four midshipmen, and eighteen men; 
slightly wounded, four officers, five noncom- 
missioned officers, and twenty-five men. I 
do not know what the Russian loss was in 
ships or in men.” 


Story of Chemulpo Battle. 

A Japanese correspondent of the Jiji Shim- 
po gives an account of the fighting at Che- 
mulpo on Feb. 9. in which there were no 
Japanese casualties. He says: 

“A few torpedo boats under Rear Admiral 
Uriu entered the harbor at Chemulpo at 9 
na. m. on Feb. 8 under sealed orders. As soon 
as they arrived there was great rejoicing on 
the part of the natives at Chemulpo and 
Seoul, the streets being decorated. 

“ In the harbor were the British vessel Tal- 
bot. the American Vicksburg, the Italian 
Elba, the French Pascal, and the Russian 
Variag and Korictz. 


Russians in Terror. 
“As soon as the Japanese flagship saluted 
the English man of war it was noticed tit 
the Russian sailors were apprehensive. ‘They 
seemed to be preparing to depart, but from 
their position, surrounded by the foreign 
war vessels, it was not easy for them to 
dc- so. There was a general state of inde- 
cision manifested by the Russians that af- 
forded amusement to the Japanese. 
°“At 9:30 a. m. Feb. 9 the sound of guns 
reached the shore.**One of the foreign men 
of war exchanged signals with the Korietz, 
which ‘went out first and exchanged fire 
with the “Japanese boats. The fire of the 
Japanese was much more effective than that 
of the Russians, and in a few minutes the 
Korietz was seriously damaged—so much so 
that it could not float. 


Many Russians Killed. 

“The Variag meanwhile prepared for bat- 
tie, and fired on the Japanese boats, but 
withdrew when the top of its mainmast was 
shot off. It is supposed that many of the 
Russians were killed or drowned, but the 
_majority landed at Chemulpo and were taken 
prisoners. The Variag, though seriously 
damaged, continued firiag for severa! hours.

ROOSEVELT ISSUES A WARNING. 


President Directs Civil, Military, and 
Naval Officials to Refrain from Pub- 
lic Criticism of Russia or Japan. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—President 
Roosevelt, after a conference with Secretary 
of State Hay, today issued the following 
executive order respecting the observance 
of the proclamation recently promulgated 
declaring the neutrality of the United States 
between Russia and Japan, the two com- 
batant nations in the far eastern war now in 
progress. 

All officials of the government, civil, military, 
and naval, are hereby directed not only to observe 
the president’s proclamation of neutrality in the 
pending war between Russia and Japan, but also 
to abstain from either action or speech which can 
legitimately cause irritation to either of the com- 
batants. 

The government of the United States represents 
the people of the United States not only in the 
sincerity with which it is endeavoring to keep 
the scales of neutrality exact and even, but in the 
sincerity with which it deplores the breaking out 
of the present war, and hopes that it will end at 
the earliest possible moment and with the smal]l- 
est possible loss to those.engaged.. 

‘Such a war inevitably increases and inflames the 
susceptibilities of the combatants to anything in 
the nature of an injury or slight by outsiders. 

Too often combatants make conflicting claims 
as to the duties and obligations of neutrals, so 
that even when discharging these duties and obli- 


gations with scrupulous care it is difficult to avoid 
giving offense to one or the other party. To such 
unavoidable causes of offense, due to the per- 
formance of national duty, there must not be 
added any avoidable causes. 

It is always unfortunate to bring old world an- 
tipathies and jealousies into our life, or by speech 
or conduct to excite anger and resentment toward 
our nation in friendly foreign lands, but in a 
government employé, whose officia!l position makes 
him in some sense the representative of the peo- 
ple, the mischief of such action Is greatly in- 
creased. 

A strong and self-confident nation should be 
peculiarly careful not only of the rights but of the 
susceptibilities of its neighbors, and nowadays all 
of the nations of the world are neighbors one to 
the other. Courtesy, moderation, and self-re- 
straint should mark international, no less than 
private, intercourse. 

All the officials of the government, civil, military, 
and naval, are expected so to carry themselves 
both in act and in deed to give no cause of just 
offense to the people of any foreign and friendly 
power—and with all mankind we are now in 
friendship. THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

bery attacked Premier Balfour in the-house 
of lords this evening, styling! the premier 
too “‘ thin skinned.”

** People who live in glass houses should 
not throw stanes.

Ifa 
man cannot curb his tongue better than that 
he is unfit to be the first lord of the treasury. 

“I do not personally care a farthing what 
language Premier Balfour uses about me, 
and I only brought the matter before the 
house fn order to point out that there are 
decencies of debate that should be used 
even by those who occupy the highest poi 


tion.”’ 
Painful Silence Ensues. 

As Lord Rosebery sat down a painful 
silence ensued and the lords looked at each 
other uncomfortably. After a long pause, 
Earl Spencer, the liberal leader, rose and 


said he thought Lord Rosebery had not been | 


fairly used. After another awkward silence 
Lord Chancellor Halsbury asked whether 
Lord Rosebery had any motion to make. 
Lord Rosebery then moved an adjournment 
of the house, an almost unparalleled motion 
in the house of lords, but he did not press the 
motion to a division, and the subject dropped. 


Lansdowne Sees Cause. 


When the house of lords met Rosebery 
asked Lansdowne, the foreign secretary, 
what justification existed for the premier’s 
use of ‘“‘ calumny.” Lord Lansdowne said 
the circumstances concerned the alleged 
presentation of two documents by Premier 
Balfour to the cabinet on the fiscal] question 
and the subsequent withdrawal of them. 
He admitted the premier had used the word 
in the heat of debate. He said he thought 
the circumstances justified some warmth on 
the part of the premier, but that he had 
consulted with Mr. Balfour, who told him 
that he did not desire to impute to Lord 
Rosebery a deliberate attempt to misrepre- 
sent him. This brought out the Rosebery 
attack.

STORM HITS CALIFORNIA, 


FIERCE GALE CAUSES MUCH DAM- 
AGE TO PROPERTY. 


hess to Shipping, Railroads, and Bulld- 
ings—Telegraph and Telephone 
Wires Prostrated and Communica- 
tion Cut Of—Rain Expected to Bene- 
fit Crops of All Kinds, Especially in 
Southern Part of State—Entire Pa- 
eific Coast Is Swept. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 10,—The worst 
rain and wind storm in thirteen years swept 
over this city and along the Pacific coast 
today, doing much damage to shipping, rail- 
roads, and frame buildings. The storm ex- 
tended from San'Diego to Vancouver island, 
and it is feared there have been many ma-~- 
rine disasters along the coast. In this city 
this morning the barometer reached °29.23, 
the lowest record, and the wind registered 
a velocity of forty-eight miles an hour, while 
at Sacramento sixty-four miles was rec- 
orded. Telegraph and telephone wires were 
prostrated in every direction, and for sev- 
eral hours this city was cut off from the 
outside world. 

Train Blown from Track. 

A train of passenger cars at the Alameda 
mole, across the bay from this city, was 
blown from the track and partly wrecked. 
No one was injured.. The steeple of St. 
Paul's church, one of the handsomest in this 
city, was snapped off and many buildings | 
under construction were damaged. A seven 

story brick building, almost completed at 
the corner of Bush and Polk streets, was 
wrecked. 

At the Cliff house on the beach, near the 
entrance to San Francisco bay, tremendous 
waves dashed against the rocky shore and 
sent masses of spray over the huge baths, 
a steel frame building fifty feet high. Nu- 
merous small craft on the bay. were blown 
ashore and the damage to shipping on San 
Francisco bay will amount to many thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Reports from the interior show that the 
storm extended over practically the entire 
state. In the southern portion, where the 
season has been dry, the rain will greatly 
benefit crops of .all kinds. 


Michigan Roads Blocked.

BISHOP'S SHARP ATTACK. 


Midnight Law Will 
at Union League oe 


Tomorrow. 


Bishop Samuel Fallows, at a massmeeting 
in the Western Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
church last night, denounced the Ehe- 
mann! ordinance qualifying the midnight 
closing law as a “ scandalous piece.of legis- 
lation.” He expressed the hope that the 
‘“decent, right thinking people of tie city 
would rise in their might and throttle!t.” 

The meeting was one of a series held under 
, the auspices of the Young People’s Christian 
Temperance union, and was attended by 
members of the Methodist faith from several 
west side churches. Other speakers were 
the Rev. C. G. Unangst, the Rev. B. B. Craw- 
ford, and the Rev. M. C. Hartzell. 


Not Fanatics, Mt Sane People. 

“We are not fanatics, seeking the ideal, 
but sane, sensible people,” said Bishop Fal- 
lows. . “If a feasible proposition, we would 
ask for the total suppression of the liquor 
traffic. But that is not possible. We are 
asking the next best thing—the restriction of 
the traffic. 

“ The Ehemann ordinance Is calculated to 
work irreparable injury to the cause of 
temperance, if passed by the city council. 
It behooves us to protest unanimously 
against its passage.”’ 

Most Money After Midnight. 

The Rev. Mr. Unangst, who is pastor of the 
Adams Street United Evangelical church, 
said: 

“Of the 7,000 or more saloons In Chicago 
at least 5 per cent are owned and operated by 
ex-convicts. These are the men who wish 
the saloons kept open after midnight, since it 
is then they do the best paying business 
among the criminal classes. If the midnight 
closing ordinance were enforced, 1,000 saloon- 
keepers would be forced out of business.” 

A resolution was adopted stating that “ the 
representatives of the west side churches 
most emphatically protest against the pass- 
age of an ordinance which proposes to fur- 
nish a rendezvous for thugs and criminals 
and to make the streets unsafe for decent 
citizens.”’

POOLROOM IN OPERATION AT 5 
CALHOUN PLACE. 


Apparentiy Without ‘vies of Molesta- 
tion, Room Affords Opporti for 
Low Salaried Employes of Business 
Houses in the Downtown District to 
“Play the HKRaces ’—Strangers Are 
Closely Scrutinized, but Money Al- 
ways Is Taken by Sheet Writer. 


In the center of the downtown district, 
and only a few yards from Dearborn street, 
u poolroom which caters to the patronage of 
low salaried clerks runs, with apparently 
no fear of interruption. This place is in the 
once famous building known as “ Billy 
Boyle’s chop house in the alley.” 

Frequenters of-the old chop house would 
not recognize the dingy room of today, where 
bets are recorded on the races. There is no 
pretense of making the place attractive. 
On the pane! of glass in the door is the 
inscription, ‘‘ No. 5 Calhoun place.”” Behind 
this are two curtains, which shut out a view 


) ef the interior. Those inside do not wish 


to parade before curious tyes. 

The door leading into the alley is locked 
constantly. To try it means to signal to the 
lookout behind the curtain. The piece of 
cloth is pulled cautiously to one side, and if 
the mah outside passes the inspection of the 
doortender the bolt is withdrawn and he Is 
permitted to enter the room. Once within 
he has to pass the close scrutiny of the 
twenty-five men. who constantly lounge 
there. It is apparent to the most innocent 
visitor that the crowd is suspicious. — 


Visitors Are Closely Scrutinized.

“Come in after the raceisrun. We pay off 
rightaway. It’s safer,’’ he said, with a smile. 
“ Ticker odds go, you know. Whatever the 
odds are on the ticker we will allow you.” 
No ticker was in sight. 


Clerk Is Regular Patron. 

Then came a new arrival, a clerk in his 
shirt sleeves. The man passed the sentinel 
at the door and quickly walked to the table. 
Catching up a form chart, he glanced at it 
and turned to the man at the table. Then 
he mumbled something and handed in a bank 
note. It was folded up but the sheet writer 
took it. He held it below the table and 
looked at it. The clerk looked at the form 
sheet again, and, pointing out the name 
of the horse, said, “ He runs for me.”

AIMS ATLABOR'S CHARTER 


OFFICIAL DEMANDS REVOCATION 
OF FEDERATION’S RIGHTS, 


William J. Spencer of National Body 
Will Recommend That Certificate of 
Chicago Organization Be Canceled 
—Charges Violation of Constitution 
in Refusing to Seat Delegates from 
Plambers’ Union—Seeks New Asso- 
ciation on Legal Basis. | 


Immediate revocation of the charter of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor is advocated by 
William J. Spencer, eighth vice president of 
the American federation, the parent body. 
Spencer charges that the Chicago organiza- 


tion has violated its constitution by refusing 


to seat properly accredited delegates of the 
United Association of Plumbers, Gas and 
Steam Fitters, and Helpers. The trouble 
grew out of a jurisdictional fight between 
the United association and the National As- 
sociation of Steam Fitters. Spencer is gen- 
eral organizer of the former. 

* At the coming meeting of the executive 
‘committee of the American federation in 
Denver April 18,”’ said Spencer, ‘‘ I shall de- 
mand the revocation of the charter of the 
local body. A new Chicago federation coyld 
then be created of all American federation 
unions and on a legal basis."’ 


Fights at Can Factory. 


The attempt of the American Can company 
to reopen its Diesel plant, Fortieth street 
and Stewart avenue, resulted in street fights. 
In the morning seventy-five Greeks and 
Italians were brought from downtown by 
street cars. Before the men were in the 
factory the pickets had persuaded twenty- 
five to desert. When the workers came from 
the shop in the evening they found their way 
blocked by union sympathizers. 

The first men reached Wentworth avenue, 
only to be driven back. Then Sergt. Farrell 
with fifteen policemen from the Stockyards 
station were hurried to the works and es- 
corted the employés to Thirty-ninth and 
Wentworth avenue, where they took cars. 
Stones and sticks were thrown at the police- 
men and workers. The police department 
promises to have a force this morning strong 
enough to protect the men and to arrest dis- 
turbers. 

Notes of Labor Affairs. 

A clash occurred at the plant of the Illinois Steel 
company in the morning, when striking machin- 
ists discovered two nonunion men going to work. 
Stones, fists, and clubs were used. Walter Speck 


and Chris Hahn, the nonunion mer, were severely’ 


injured. They were taken to the company’s hos- 
pital, where they identified as assailants Newman 
Rose, 7828 Buffalo avenue; William Maxwell, 8523 
Mackinaw avenue; Walter Willis, 7920 Muskegon 
avenue; and Frank Smith, 8207 Houston avenue. 


John A. Moffitt, president of the United Hatters, 
said the union had bought the bank books of the 
members sued last fall by D. E. Loewe & Co., 
Danbury, Conn. They represent $52,000. The 
company charged that the union and the Amer- 
fean federation had boycotted it and began dam- 
age suits. The organization now assumes all 
financial liability. 

A fight on the united mineworkers, it is reported, 
ts to be started by Joseph Leiter, Ziegier, Til. Mr. 
Leiter has extensive holdings of coal lands at the 
place and proposes to operate his mines entirely 
with nenunion men, of whom he has 700.

Street Commissioner Woodbury of New 
York, Lecturing Tonight, Praised 
by Captain Piper. 


Maj. John McGaw Woodbury, New York's 
commissioner of street cleaning, will speak 
in Handel hall tonight. According to Capt. 


Alexander Piper, the former New York police. 


official investigating the Chicago police de- 
partment, citizens may expect to be shown 
how great improvements may be made.

FIND $40,000 CITY 


ALDERMEN MAKBP DISCOVERY IN 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


Learn That Contractor’s Word for the 
Amount of Building Material Used Is 
Accepted, as There Is No Inspector to 
Do Work--Loss of $100 a Day Is Ald. 
Jénes’ Estimate—May Ask Mayor 
Harrison to Increase the 1004 Ap- 
propriation for Williams, 


The city of Chicago loses a revenue of 
$40,000 a year through lack of organized in- 
spection in the building department, ac- 
cording to members of the special council 
committee, which is investigating that 
bureau. 

The committee discovered yesterday that 
no attempt is made by Commissioner Will- 
iams to inspect the material used in build- 
ings, the figures of the contractors being 
accepted without challenge. Ald. Jones, who 
is a member of the investigatifig committee 
and a contractor of long experience, esti- 
mates that the city loses a minimum of $100 
a day by this laxity. 

This condition was revealed by the case 
of Mrs. W. Scott Linn, 2631 Michigan ave- 
nue, who is constructing a building. The 
contractors sent to the department an esti- 
mate that 125,000 brick would satisfy the 
plans. The department declared that not 
less than 200,000 would be required. But 
when the investigators asked how the de- 
partment would know whether its dictates 
had been carried out, the reply was made 
that it was customary to accept the word 
of the contractor. 


Contractor’s Word Accepted Now. 

The city should receive 5 cents for each 
1,000 brick used ina building, 2 cents a square 
yard for concrete, 5 cents a cubic foot for 
hollow tile, $1.50 for each 1,000 square yards 
of plaster, and 6 cents a cord for stone. 

The aldermén inspected the new, large 
books provided for each inepector by Com- 
missioner Williams, one for new building in- 
spections, and the other for work on repairs, 
sheds, and complaints 

Ald. Jones said additional help is im- 
perative. It is thought the committee will 
ask Mayor Harrison on Monday to veto the 
building department appropriation and in- 
sert a larger item than the §65,000 granted by 
the council for 1004, 


Joyce Is Discharged Again. 


After serving for more than two and a 
half years on the police force in spite of an 
order of dismissal Lieut. Peter Joyce was 
discharged yesterday by Chief O'Neill. The 
order of discharge, restrained during this 
period by litigation, was made possible by 
the quashing of a writ of certiorari by Judge 
Smith. Within a few minutes of the judge's 
action Chief O'Neill had signed the order 
and notified the Thirty-fifth street police 
station that Lieut. Joyce should not be per- 
mitted to report for duty. He was not at 
the station last night. 

Lieut. Joyce and his attorney, A. D. Gash, 
declare that they will bring contempt pro- 
ceedings against the chief. Although the 
writ was quashed Attorney Gash claims it 
is still in force by virtue of an appeal. 

The civil service commission in August, 
1001, declared Joyce guilty of making a false 
official report in regard to railway expenses 
alleged to have been Incurred by detectives 
of the “ front office” in bringing a prisoner 
from Cleveland, O.

In Message to. Legislature He Refers to 
Case of Mrs, Dye, Allegea Poisoner 
of Girl in South Dakota, and Advises 
Legislation to Make Statutes Apply 
im Such Cases — Bills Passed and 
‘Measures Introduced in the Senate 
and mouse. 


Gov. Cummins called the attention of the 
legislature today to a defect in the extradi- 
tion laws of the state. This fact was discov- 
ered in the case of the demand by the gov- 
ernor of South Dakota for the extradition of 
Mrs. Sherman Dye of Boone, charged with 
causing the death of Miss Rena Nelson at 
Pierre, S. D., by sending her poisoned candy. 
The governor in his communication calls 
attention ,to section 5,278, United States 
statutes, and section 5,172, code of Iowa. 
These statutes only apply to fugitives from 
‘Justice. Continuing, the governor said: 


Sights Defective Section. 

“ Under the sections of the law to which I 
have referred, as they have been construed 
by the Supreme Court of the United States 
and the Supreme court of our own state, and 
acting under the advice of the attorney gen- 
eral, I was compelled to refuse the warrant. 
It is well established by the authorities that 
the offense of murder, committed in the way 
in which I have described, is an offense com- 
mitted not in the state of Iowa but in the 
state of South Dakota, and therefore is not 
punishable.in Iowa. I know nothing re- 
specting the guilt or innocence of the person 
accused, but it is perfectly clear that any 
system of laws which will alow a guilty 


stanees is seriously defective.”’ 

The governor then quotes the | ‘ tederal 
statute and continues: 

“In. the case to which I refer the accused 
was not, in South Dakota when the crime 
was committed, and therefore did not flee 
from the state nor from its justice, and 
there can be no adequate administration of 
the law tn such instances unless the gov-

Convicted Murderer at St. Joseph, Mo., 
Will Be Executed Today, Although 
Physicians Declare He May Suc- 
cumb to Disease Before He Can 

Mount the Scaffold—Story of His Re- 
markable Escape and Recapture 
‘When Too Ill to Resist. 


St. Joseph, Mo. March 10.—Supposed to be» 


facing death from pneumonia and death oy 
the gallbws, Mark Dunn, murderer of Alfred 
Fenton at Pushville, Mo., was landed in jail 
here today after a capture almost as sensa- 
tional as his escape last Monday. He wasre- 
ported in a dying condition, but will be 
hanged tomorrow unless death from disease 
intervenes. Physicians declare he is suffer- 
ing only from nervous collapse, and Gov. 
Dockesy refuses to interfere. 

Dunn’s capture took place at Guilford, 
Mo., where, after an exciting chase, he had 
taken refuge in a hotel too weak to offer re- 
sistance to Sheriff Spencer and several depu- 
ties, who had pursued him across the coun- 
try from Rosedale. 

Shortly after Dunn’s escape from the jail, 
when he locked his guard, the jailer, anda 
deputy in a cell at the pceint of two re- 
volvers that had been smuggled in, Dunn 
was taken Ill and was obliged to ask shelter 
at the home of a farmer in Rosedale. A 
farm hand who was present suspected the 
fugitive was Dunn, 

A telegram was sent to Sheriff Spencer at 
St. Joseph, but Mike Estes, a brother-in-law 
of Dunn, to avhose house he had been re- 
moved, feared that Dunn's identity might be- 
come known, and had put the sick man in 
a buggy. Dunn started on a wild drive across 
the-country. Sheriff Spencer and deputies 
came to Rosedale on the first train, but Dunn 
had forty-five minutes’ start of them. 

Dunn might have escaped had he not be- 
come so weak by the time Guilford was 
reached that in despair he dismissed his 
driver and team and’ said he could go no 
further. The murderer went to a hotel and 
was found by the sheriff. — 


CASE STILL IS A MYSTERY. 


Arrest of Relative in Buffalo Gives No 
Clew to the Whereabouts of Mi 
Evanston Boy. 


The relatives of Frank Ely Rogers, who, 


with his aunt, Florence Ely, disappeared 


from the residence of the boy’s father in 
Evanston three years ago, last evening said 
the arrest of a relative of the child in Buf- 
falo yesterday had no relevance to the 
mystery. 

* Although he have not abandoned hope 
of the boy’s return, we have employed no 
detectives in the case for two years,”’ said 
Mr. Rogers. ‘“ Some day Frank, who now is 
17 years old, may voluntarily return. There 
never were any family affairs or other con- 
cealed causes which might have had a bear- 
ing on the disappearance.” 

The mother of the missing boy has been 
made ill by the reports of the finding of her 
son and sister in connection with the arrest 
of ‘‘ Kid” Ely in the east.

Senator McCumber proposes to call up at 
once the pure food bill now pending in the 
senate. It is believed it can be passed with 
little difficulty. The house has passed what 
is known as the Hepburn pure food bill. The 
senate took this measure when it came over 
from the house last January and, through the 
committee on manufactures, struck out all 
but the enacting clause and substituted for 
that section what is known as the McCumber 
pure food bill. The two measures are really 
the same thing, the difference being almost 
entirely a matter of phraseology. 

A ing to the bill reported to the senate 
last urday, and which Mr. McCumber now 
proposes to push toa vote, the introduction 
of any adulterated or misbranded foods or 
drugs into any state or territory or insular 
possession as an article of interstate com- 
merce is made a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine and imprisonment. The bureau of chem- 
istry of the agricultural department is 
charged with the duty of establishing the 
necessary Standards and making such rules 
and regulations as will be satisfactory to the 
secretary of agriculture. 

District attorneys are required to institute 
prosecutions whenever requested to do so by 
the secretary. It is provided that drugs shall 
be deemed adulterated, when they are sold 
by recognized trade names and differ in 
quality from the test laid down in the United 
States pharmacopoeia, or if the strength or 


standard under which they are sold. A drug 
is to be considered misbranded if it is an 
imitation of‘any other article, or if its label 
bears any statement regarding the ingre- 
dients which is false or misleading. 


Confectionery is deemed adulterated which 


ors, flavors, or other ingredients detrimental 
to health. Articles of food are defined as 
adulterated if any substance has been mixed 
or packed with it so as injuriously to affect 
the quality, if any other substance has been 
substituted for the original, if any valuable 
constituent has been abstracted, if any poi- 
sonous or other ingredrent has been added 
which renders it injurious to health, or if the 
alleged article of food is composed of putrid 
animal or vegetable substance, or if it is.the 
product of a diseased animal or one that has 
died by natural causes. 

Articles of food will be deemed misbranded 
if offered for sale under a distinctive name 
or are colored or mixed so as to deceive the 
purchaser, or if the label contains any false 
or misleading statements regarding the in- 
gredients. It is especially provided that 
mixtures or compounds known as articles of 
food under their own distinctive names and 
so labeled as to show they are compounds or 
blends shall not be considered to be adul- 
terated or misbranded if they do not contain 
added poisons or deleterious ingredients. — 

For the especial benefit of retailers it is 
provided that no dealer shall be convicted 
of violating the pure food law if he can es- 
tablish a guarantee signed by the wflole- 
saler, jobber, or manufacturer, admitting 
that the person making the guarantee be- 
comes liable to all the penalties which would 
otherwise accrue to the retailer. 

There are a number of other important 
sections in the bill which follow along lines 
similar to measures previously proposed. 
The Hepburn-McCumber pure food bill, as 
it now is, meets the views of the department 
of agriculture and of manufacturers, job- 
bers, and retailers more completely than 
any similar measure previously submitted to 
congress, and for this reason it is believed 
there will be little difficulty in securing early 
action by the senate and complete agree- 
ment between the two houses in conference.

The Alaskan 
bills passed included, those for the improve- 
ment of roads, the maintenance of schools, 
the appointment of an additional judge, and 
the extension of the coal laws to the tezgi- 
tory. Several ogher bills were passed, in- 
cluding one increasing to $100 the pensions 
of ex-soidiers who have heoome totally blind 
on account of service.

Thatcher Incident Related to 
Show How Apostles Di- 
rect Campaigns. | 


The Reed Smoot hearing today brought out 
the fact that the Mormon church insists on 
controlling the votes of its members. 

“It is the will of the Lord that you vote 
the republican ticket this time,” was the 
mandate sent out by the apostles when 
Moses Thatcher sought election to the 
United States senate on the democratic 
ticket. 

The testimony showed that when the shat 
state legislature met in Utah in 1896 t 
was a disposition t@ first submit all pro- 
posed legislation to the Mormon church for 
approval. 

Witnesses of the Day. 

The two witnesses today were E. B. Critch- 
low, formerly an assistant United States at- 
torney in Utah, and Andrew Jensen, assist- 
ant historian of the Mormon church. 

The history of the church between 1885 and 
1 was given by Mr. Critchlow, including 
the circulation of a story that plural mar- 
riages had been given up entirely and that 
unlawful cohabitation was on the wane. 
The purpose of his statement was to show 
that the Mormons continued to create the 
sentiment that the laws were being obeyed, 
but in secret its members were conspiring to 
evade the laws. 


History of the Thatcher Case. 


Mr. Critchlow gave the history of the Moses 
Thatcher case. In 1806 Thatcher, then an 
apostle, carried on an active campaign for 
election to the United States senate against 
the wishes of a quorum of the aposties. The 
fight was tapen up by the church and, ‘said 
Mr. Critchlow, ** the editorials in the Deseret 
News declared that the church had a right 
to interest itself in the elections for the 
United States senate.” 3 

Popular sympathy was with Mr. Thatcher, 
because it was understood that he stood for 
absolute liberty in political ‘affairs, Mr. 
Thatcher continued tn the field up to the fina! 
result of the contest, which ended in the elec- 
tion of Joseph L. Rawlins as senator. He 
said it Was well known that the apostles were 
working against Thatcher, their object be- 
ing to prevent a direct blow at the principle 
that the quorum of apostles could control the 
action of one of their members. The Mor- 
mons, he said, were responsible for the elec- 
tion of Mr. Rawlins. | | 


Bearing on the Smoot Case. 


The history’ of the campaign Thatcher 
made against the wishes of his fellow Mor- | 
mons, of his defeat, and his subseqyent trial 
before a committee of church officials, was 
given in detail; and then Thatcher’s sub- 
mission to the will of the church was read 
and put In the record of the Smoot investi- 
gation. This recantation showed Thatcher 
totally broken in spirit and bowing abso- 
lutely to the mandates of the church in that 
the consent of an officers’ quorum must be 
obtained in order that he may continue in 
good standing. 

The purpose of the testimony was to show 
that it was necessary, according to the rules 
of the church, for Reed Smoot to have ob- 
tained the consent of the church before he 
could have become a candidate for the sen- 


ate. 

In addition to the Thatcher episode Mr. 
‘Critchlow gave the history of the prosecu- 
tions in Utah on charges of polygamous co- 
habitation since the passage of the Edmunds 
law, and the legislation in the territory and 
state which affects Mormonism or polygamy, 


Prosecutions with Vigor. 


“Then,” said Mr. Critchlow, “ prosecnu- 
tions were inaugurated with vigor and many 
men and women went into hiding. Over 1,000 
men were convicted and sentenced, if I 
remember rightly.” 

Mr. Critchlow said an opportunity was 
given by the courts to the persons convicted 
to escape jail service by promising that in 
the future they would obey the law, but the 
chance of escaping punishment was not ac- 
cepted generally, only three persons com- 
plying with the ruling of the court. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

Among these was Bishop Sharp, a director 
of the Union Pacific railroad, and an old 
man, who accepted the terms and was 
promptly removed, that being understood to 
be the policy of the church, where the doc- 
trine of the church was not upheld by mem- 


The witness told of a visit to the prisons by 
Caleb W. West and his offer to intercede 
for pardons for the prisoners. The offer was 
refused. 

Informers Are Odious. 


Andrew Jensen, assistant historian of the 
Mormo~ church, testified earlier in the day. 
He said, in answer to questions from Senator 
Hoar, that he had never known of a prosecu- 
tion of a polygamist who continued to co- 
habit with plural wives he had married prior 
to the manifesto of 1890. 

He said that if Mormons should turn in- 
formers against a polygamist under such con- 
ditions, against President Smith, for in- 
stance, such Mormon informers would be 
odious in the sight of most members of the 
church. 


RHODE ISLAND IS FOR HEARST. 


Six Delegates Favor New York Man, 
While Two of Opposition Are 
Conceded Piaces, 


Providence, R. IL, March 10.—The Fitz- 
gerald-Greene faction of Rhode Island demo- 
ecrats, which is working in the interest of 
Ww. R. Hearst for the presidential nomina- 
tion, today elected six out and out supporters 
of Hearst as delegates to the St. Louis con- 
vention. The Hearst delegates then indorsed 
the candidacy of the New Yorker and adopted 
resolutions favoring the adoption of the unit 
rule by the delegation. John J. Fitzgerald, 
leader of the democrats in the house, and ex- 
Mayor George W. Greene of Woonsocket, 
democratic national committeeman, who led 
the Hearst forces, permitted the leaders of 
the opposition, Col. Patrick H. Quinn, chair- 
man of the state committee, and Col. Samuel 
R. Honey, to be named in completing the 
delegation. The latter says he will vote 
against Hearst, “ first, last, and all the time.”

When that distinguished citizen of South 
Carolina, James L. -Petigru, knocked down 
the lawyer who called him a “ hoary headed

Assistant Postmaster Genera! Bristow, the 
author of a report in which their names are 
mentioned in connection with postofiice 
leases or increases of clerk hire, “ a liar and 
a scoundrel”? Or have thundered forth 
that the report was “ conceived in iniquity 
and born in sin”? Vituperative and the- 
atrical language of this kind does not usual- 
ly come from the lips of wounded innocerice, 
The report hurt because it was true. It 
did not pretend to reveal criminality on the 
part of congressmen, but it exposed prac- 
tices which, though not illegal, are demoral- 
izing to the public service and offensive to 
public sentiment. Legislators should not 
beg favors of heads of departments, and 
heads of departments should not curry favor 
with legislators by granting their requests. 
Representatives know that the document.

with pleasure by their constituents. The 
voters do not send men to congress to spend 
their time in importuning postoffice officials 
to increase the allowances for clerk hire of 
postmasters appointed on their recom- 
mendation.

eat about 12 pounds of hay and abaut 16 
pounds of oats every twenty-four hours. 
Public, official horses scorn such meager 
diet. If they happen to be employed by hook 
and ladder company 26 they make away 
‘with 54% pounds of hay and 29% pounds of 
oats. If they are employed by engine com- 
pany 18 they demand 62 pounds of hay and 
28% pounds of oats. While if they are so 
fortunate as to have jobs with engine 
company 10 they are not satisfied with less 
than 874% pounds of hay and 60% pounds of 
oats. In other words, they consume more 
than three times as much hay and al- 
most four times as much oats as the horses 
that have not been able to enter upon a 
public career. This shows that the power 
of example may extend even beyond the 
human species, and that imitation is an 
equine as well as a human faculty. Ifa 
horse associates with politicians long enough 
he begins to develop a family resemblance— 
that iS, if he isintelligent. The stupid horses 
eonnected with hook and ladder company 
22 get only 12 pounds of hay and 12 pounds 
of oats. They are what the other horses 
call “suckers.” The investigators of the 
civil service commission ought to try to dis- 
cover the reason for this discrimination 
against company 22’s horses. 


MACHINES FOR U. 8. PRINTING OFFICE. 

The news comes from Washington that 
the government printing office may be 
supplied with typesetting machines, with 
which the work of the office may be 
done from 30 to 40 per cent cheaper 
than it is now done by hand composition. » 
Just why the government institution long 
ago was not equipped with these machines, 
which have come to be a necessity to the 
smallest of the daily papers throughout the 
country, is slurred over in the statement 
that when the bill for the adoption of these 
machines finally shall come before congress 
the influences of the labor unions will precipi- 
tate a lively fight against it. 

Labor leaders of the size of Mitchell and 
Gompers have made it clear publicly and 
privately that they deem opposition to the 
introduction of labor saving machinery in- 
expedient and unwise. If the typographical 
unions oppose the introduction of machinery 
into the government printing office they will 
be clamoring for a condition of government 
which means paternalism for the chosen 
few. And if they persist in their eens 
they should not be listened to.

LETTER OF MARQUE DE PORTER 


RINCE FERDINAND of Bourbon, 
duke of Montpensier, only brother of 
the duke of Orleans, and heir of all 
his pretensions to the overturned 
throne of France, is now on American 

soil. Serving as a sublieutenant on board a 
Spanish man of war, he is making a tour 
of the world, has arrived at Buenos Ayres, 
where the president of the Argentine re- 
public gave in his honor a grand banquet 
and reception, at which all the leading 
French people of the place were present, and 
will, on his departure, make his way north- 
ward to Rio, the West Indies, and to the 
varios ports of the United States. 
IT do not think that there has been a 
h man of war in North American wa- 
ters since the war with Spain six years 
ago, and it will be certainly odd that the 
first to enter a United States port since that 
conflict should have among its officers the 
hope of the royalist party in France. 
Prince Ferdinand was born on French soll, 
thereby possessing an advantage over his 
elder brother, who is a native of England. 
He is 20 years of age, has been educated 
partly in French schools near Angers and 
Tours, receiving his naval training at the 
Maritime academy at Cadiz, from which he 
graduated a year or so ago as midshipman.

ed and put in order in preparation of the 
early arrival of the earl and of Lady Min- 
to. Mr. and Mrs. Bell Irving would glad- 
ly have retained their lease of Minto house, 
for which they were paying a large rent, for 
some years longer. But Lord Minto de- 
clined to entertain their proposition, inti- 
mating that he intended from now on to 
live there himself with his family. 
Everybody knows of the French 
and of the popular story according to which 
it is indebted for its existence to the famous 
Cardinal Richelieu. Indeed, this was again 
repeated the other day by Frederic Masson, 
the historian of the first Napoleon, in the 
speech which he delivered at the ceremony 
of his initiation. In spite of this the story 
is not altogether correct. In the days of 
Richelieu a number of clubs or so-called 
“cabinets” existed at Paris, where men 
met to gossip, to tell each other the news 
of the day, and to talk politics. The most 
important of these clubs was one founded 
by a certain Conrart, one of the councilors 
of the crown, and which bore his name. 
Cardinal Richelieu, finding that this Con- 
rart club was growing in influence and in 
popularity, conceived the idea of attaching 
it to his cause in order to prevent it from 
criticising and assailing his policy. Ac- 
cordingly he took it under his wing, had 
it recognized as a royal institution by let- 
ters patent from King Louis XIII, and, in 
doing so, supprersed all other organizations 
of the same kind, notably that almost equal- 
ly important club known as the “ Brothers 
of Puy.” Once this accomplished, the car- 
dinal, in return for the favors,which he had 
showered on the Conrart club, issued a royal 
decree in the name of the king, strictly for- 
bidding its members to occupy themselves 
with the political questions of the day. 
In this way the cardinal not only drew the 
teeth of the Conrart club and put an end to 


‘all kindred institutions but likewise secured 


lasting fame as the founder of the French 
academy—for that fe the name assumed by 
the old Conrart club—and likewise as a mu- 
nificent patron of literature, 


Don Jaimé of era only son and heir 
of Don Carlos, accompanies Kouropatkin, 
; the Russian genefalfssimo, to the seat of war 
a few days hence as a member of his staff, 
and prior to his departure for St. Peters- 
burg, where he was received ‘by the czar, 
went to Rome, where he was granted an au- 
dience by the pope, who accorded to him his 
blessing. Pius X. has known Don Jaimé 
since the latter’s early boyhood, and in the 
days when he was still patriarch at Venice 
was a frequent visitor and guest at the 
Loredan palace, which is the home of Don 
Carlos. It is therefore only natural that he 
should take a more than ordinary interest in 
Don Jainé, who can boast, however, of be- 
ing the only pretender to have crossed the 
threshold of the vatican in recent years. 
For Leo XIIIL., in spite of all the influence 
brought to bear upon him, would never per- 
mit Don Carlos, the count of Paris, or the 
duke of Orleans to darken his doors. Nor 
has Pius X. consented to receive either Don 
Carlos or the duke of Orleans since he became 
pope. 

lt is amazing that Lord Edward Pelham- 
Clinton should be permitted to retain his of- 
fice as gentieman in waiting to the king and 
as a member of the royal household, For 
he was ong of the busimess associates of the 
late Whitaker Wright and was connected 
with most of the companies and enterprises 
of the latter as a director. Along with one 
of hi llow directors, Gen. the Hon. Somer- 
set Caltherpe, son of the late Lord Cal- 
thorpe, and grandson of the sixth duke of 
Beaufort, he ie now being sued by some of 
the victims of Whitaker Wright, who were 
ruined by investing their money in the lat- 
ter’s enterprises, which they insist they never 
would have done, nor yet have believed in 
the lying statements of the prospectuses, nor 
in the fraudulent balance sheets issued by 
the various companies, had it not been fot 
the presence on the board of directors of 
Lords Edward Pelham-Clinton, who was at 
the time master of Queen Victoria’s house- 
hold, and of Gen. Calthorpe. 

Lord Edward and the general, confronted 
with the alternative of either admitting that 
they were aware of the faise character of the 
prospeetuses) and balance sheets or of con- 
fessing that they had given their names 
blindly to matters of which they were totally 
ignorant, have naturally chosen the latter, 
preferring to remain on record as fools 
rather than as knaves, and will thus 
escape any of the criminal proceed- 
ings which overtook Writaker Wright, 
though they are likely to be declared finan- 
ctally liable.

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 


Ghosts. 

At the Garrick theater yesterday afternoon 
Miss Shaw and her company presented 
Isben'’s ‘‘ Ghosts,"’ the play in which the 
talented actress was first seen here last 
June, and which won for her at that time so 
generous a measure of approbation. The 
audience was of good size, if the weather 
conditions be taken into consideration, and 
the intense, terrible drama of thé famed 
Norwegian exercised its unfailing spell over 
the auditors, gripping their attention and 
leaving them startled but deeply impressed. 

It is a play fearful in subject, but none the 
less of a potency and vividness which lend 
it irresistible dramatic interest. He who

Miss Shaw again was seen in her portrayal 
of Mrs. Alving. It seemed that while in the 
main she folbowed the same lines adopted 
by her when here last season, she had altered 
certair détails and deepened the general tone 
of the characterization. Wspecially in the 
last two acts she has made the grief and 
anxiety of Mrs. Alving more poignant, and to 
the final scene has brought more of emotional 
intensity than she before employed. 

The result In the main is satisfactory and 
entirely within the part, but there were 
moments when it seemed that a little of the 
strength and dignity which had formerly 
made the portrayal so admirable in its fine 
womanliness had been sacrificed.

positively offend. 

Mr. Robertson as Pastor Manders deepened 
the excellent impression left by his work as 
Tesman in “ Hedda Gabler.” He lent the 
part just the proper amount of self-righ teous- 
ness and egotism, accentuating properly the 
narrowness of vision and smaliness of mind 
which made the pastor such a “ baby,” as 
Mrs. Alving calls him. 

The Oswald of Mr. Townshend was an 
effective treatment of a difficult role. He 
brought more of virility and physical ro- 
bustness to the part than did Mr. Lewis, who 
played it here last. And the nervousness and 
irritability which he emphasized so constant- 
ly therefore were fully in keeping with the 
nature of the more vigorous youth he em- 
bodied. The spectator felt that a life filled, 
life loving man rather than a dreamer painter 
had fallen under the terrible curse, and 
the downfall therefore was so much the more 
tragic. Tire final scene was handled with 
skill, the last confession to the mother being 
given with great emotional intensity, and 
the breaking of the mind being powerfully 
su sted, yet not made ugly. 

r. Thompson chose sly cunning as the 
dominant note in Engstrand’s character, and 
by judicious sounding of it made the villain- 
ous nature of the man peculiarly patent to 
the auditor.

In the number of the Improvement Era 
for May, 1898—a magazine which was the 
crgan of the Young Mcn’s Mutuai Improve- 
ment associations of the Mormon church— 
appeared an article of more than eleven 
pages from the pen of Brigham H. Roberts, 
later elected to congress and unseated, ad- 
vocating polygamy and proclaiming its 
rightfulness. That article closes as follows: 

“And the fact of God's approval of plural 
marriage in ancient times is a complete de- 
fense of the marriage system introduced by 
revelation through the prophet, Joseph 
Smith.” 

At a convention of Mormon young people’s 
societies held the 14th of June, 1808, one 
of the twelve aposties of the church used 
the following language, as reported in the 
two daily papers of Salt Lake City the next 
morning: 

*“ Belief In polygamy is as much a part of 
the Mormon faith today asitever was." He 
went on to say that young people “ could not 
deny this part of the Mormon belief without 
at the same time denying the prophet, Jo- 
seph Smith.” 

Now a few quotations to show thé Mormon 
view of the authority of its priesthood: 

George Q. then president of thie 
church, speaking im the tabernacle at Salt 
Lake City, April 5, 1897, said: “I would 
just as soon think of heaven entering into 
chaos and of the throne of God being shaken 
to its foundation as to think that the priest- 
hood of the Son of God had gone wrong in its 
authority or that the Lord would permit such 
a thing.”’ 

In a sermon delivered by President Gow- 
ans, and reported in the Logan (Utah) Jour- 
nal for May 26, 1898, occurs this passage, re- 
ferring to the priésthood of the Mormon 
church: 

“ Their priesthood. gives them the right to 
advise and instruct the. saints, and their 
jurisdiction extends over ail things, tem- 
poral and spiritual.’’ 

On page 187 of the “ New Witness for God,” 
one of the standard books of Mormonism, 
appears this dictum in regard to the priest- 

ood: 


** Men who hold the priesthood possess di- 
vine authority to act for God, and, possess- 
ing part of God’ < power, they are, in reality, 
part of God.” 

In “ Pratt’s Works,” paper 1, another 
standard book of Mormon faith and reve- 
lation, it is stated that ** he who rejects it 
(the authority of the priesthood) will be 
damned.” 

So much for the teaching of the Mormon 
priesthood and for the authority which they 
possess as teachers among their people. 
Now for their attitude towards the govern- 
ment of the United States.

There was no indication 
of more, however, the forecast. being for 
fair weather, There are still scatteted 
claims from Kansas that the ground is moist 
and the plant so far has suffered no injury 
and will come out all right with good rains 
this spring. But there is a disposition among 
the handlers of grain here—those who follow 
the crop corditions most closely—to doubt 
the possibility of the Kansas crop “having 
gcne through five months of severe winter 
without snow covering and without moisture 
and escaped considerable injury. It is, of 
course, too early yet, and will be until grow- 
ing weather comes, to tell positively, but 
the need of plentiful moisture is, of course, 
growing nearer, and the tone of crop reports 
from that section is, as a rule, a little less 
hopeful. 

A letter from Odessa, dated Feb. 24, says: 

“ Our market is strong, and a large busi- 
hess has been done since the beginning of 
hostilities between Russia and Japan. Prices 
|} for wheat have risen about 10 per cent, 
Stocks in ports d rapidly, and we 
have moderate stocks 21 present, and which 
will not be increased much by receipts from 
the interior, as farmers are reluctant sellers. 
Moreover, the bad state of winter sowings 
induces them not to deprive themselves of 
their remnants, which are reported to be 
small. The tendency, in my opinion, will 
remain strong, as the sword of Damocles 
is continually suspended over our heads in 
the form of war and other political compli- 
cations possible or probable In the Balkans. 
Besides, prospects for next crop are bad 
with us, and in Europe, especially the united 
kingdom, there are complaints, too, not to 
speak of tariff changes in Germany.”’ 


export sales had been made to the united 
kingdom for September shipment, new crop 
wheat, and they were close to business 
for spring shipment. Of the genera! situ- 
ation they say: “ The winter wheat pros 
pect is not good. The acreage is consid- 
erably below a year age. Last year’s win- 
ter wheat crop disappeared before any one 
knew it, and we think part of the reason of 
last year’s small, yield and one which will 
cut considerable figure also in this year's 
yield of winter and spring wheat, is that 
many of the farmers are sowing sprouted 
wheat for seed, and the effect will be seen.”’ 


The government report on farm reserves 
of wheat certainly confirms the early esti-

He was 
afraid to part with any of his interest in spec- 
ulative movements through fear that his 
Standard Oil friends would take his holdings 
and keep them, leaving Mr. Havemeyer with- 
out a desirable position at the head ofa trust 
but little less well known than the Standard 
Oil company itself. With his position would 
also go much of his prestige in Wall street. 
Mr. Havemeyer, therefore, retains both the 
position and the prestige by keeping out of 
the stock market.

Large Ore Holdings in East. 


New York authorities estimate that 100,000 
tons of ore is held in stock by eastern fur- 
naces, which has cost them on the basis of 
prices prevailing during 1908, and it is a 
serious question what to do with this ore; 
whether to sell it at the reduced prices or 
put it into pig iron at the present level of 
prices, which will net them little, if any, 
profit. 

According to the same authority there is 
a seitled conviction that prices of beth Bes- 
semer and non-Bessemer ore will be at least 
50c a ton lower during the 1904 season than 
last year. It is asserted this much ofa de- 
cline has already been discounted, and offer- 
ings of non-Bessemer ore are being made at 
prices of even more than 50c a ton reduction 
than last season’s level. 


Credited to Standard Oil. 


Some one at Palm Beach, designated as a 
prominent official of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, is being quoted as representing the 
position of that interest toward the securities 
market and general business situation. 
These anonymous spokesmen for the Stand- 
ard Oil party are becoming numerous and 
may be found in several eastern localities. 
But the Palm Beach man doesn’t talk con- 
vincingly. He says among other things: ‘ 

““No matter what decision is handed down 
in the Northern Securities.case, the stock 
is worth what it is selling for. A straight 
decision against the company, however, 
would have an unfavorable effect upon the 
general market.” 

Again he says: “ The reason that cotton, 
wheat, corn, and beef, etc., are selling at 
high prices is that there has been an over- 
production of gold. Money will not buy as 
much as it would a few years ago.”” Contin- 
uing he says: *“‘ The man who says that the 
Standard Oil people or any other big men are 
bears on stocks shows his ignorance. Mr. 
Morgan and the Standard Oil people must 
always be bulls, they are always large hold- 
ers of securities. They cannot afford to sell 
and run the risk of losing control of their 
properties. The big men sometimes sell 
stock against their long holdings, but they 
are never short of the market.” 


Pig Iron Market. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., issue the following: 
“Tt is not difficult to call to mind that 
the previous shar} changes in the pig iron. 
market have come almost unheralded to ail 
save those who have been carefully watch- 
ing statistics relative to stocks on all hands 
and relation of consumption to production. 
The comparatively trifling indications of a 
possible firming up of prices for both north- 
ern and southern irons are gradually ap- 
proaching a2 common point and taking on 
the form of a positive influence which may 
shortly show results. The average buyer 
has been for so long in a skeptical frame 
of mind that any talk of improvement is not 
taken seriously. It is not thought, there- 
fore, that there will be any particularly 
heavy buying until advances are fully es- 
tablished. In the last ten days sellers have 
felt something of the quickening in the 
market and have shown a decided preference 
for early delivery orders, and turned down 
business running through the last half of 
the year. A number of furnaces have al- 
ready notified their agents that all sales 
other than for immediate delivery must be 
submitted for their approval, and it Is noted 
that within -the last two or three days favor- 
able propositions made by furnace com- 
panies and not accepted promptly have been 
withdrawn. It is not the intention to create 
the impression of the existence of any ex- 
citement or stampede on the part of buyers 
to cover, but, unless present indications are 
at fault, the market for both iron and steel 
stronger at this writing. It 
should be borne In mind that as it required 
some months. to curtail production it will 
require even perhaps a longer time to show 
an increase.”

| CENTRAL PASSENGER LINES ARE 
ABLE TO AGREE. 


Differences ot Opinion Develop 
garding Stopovers in Chicago and 
Cheap Coach Excursions to St. Louis 
~Gugar Rates to Missouri River 
Territory Probably Will Be Ad- 
vanced—Construction of Minnesota 
Central Railwa y Will Begin April 1. 


There ia a mixup over St. Louis world’s fair 
rates among the Central Passenger associa- 
tion Mnes. In the Jast two days the principal 
passenger officials of the eastern roads have 
been in session here quarreling over cheap 
coach excursions, stopovers at Chicago, and 

‘other arrangements. 

By the arrangement made at the joint meet- 
ing held in New York a month ago each road 
was to be allowed to run one cheap coach ex- 
cursion a week during the world’s fair sea- 
son. Now the roads are unable to agree on 
the day of the week to be assigned to each. 


Stopovers Cause Friction. 


There also is friction over the question 
of granting stopovers at Chicago on world’s 
fair tickets. Some of the roads, having no 
direct outlet to St. Louis and compelied to 
take passengers by way of Chicago, fail to 
eee any good reason why persons going to 
the exposition should not be permitted to 
spend a few days in Chicago. The oppo- 
nents of the proposition say they are not 
animated by any ill will towards Chicago, 
but feel that if stopovers were granted the 
scalpers, who are unmolested here, would 
manipulate the tickets and cause demorali- 
gation in rates. 

The Western Passenger association lines 
have decided not to grant stopovers at Chi- 
cago, and their action, it is said by some 
of the eastern lines, shows that it would be 
unsafe to grant stopovers at any point ex- 
cept St. Louls, where scalpers are prohibited 
by law from dealing in nontransferable 
tickets. A special meeting of the Central 
Passenger association limes will be held here 
on March 24 to give the matter further cen- 
sideration.
